C O U N T Y -M A K IN Q D A Y 
By J. H. Galbraith. 
W ritten For The Associated Press 
The biggest o ne-day's wo rk In co unty-making ever 
do ne by the Ohio legislature was acco mplished Feb. 
12, 1820. 
Fo urteen days later the legislature ad- 
jo unied slue die. 
Their wo rk was the dispo sitio n o f 
a large tract that had been ceded three years be­ 
fo re by its Indian claimants to the United States fo r 
go vernment purpo ses. 
This treaty o f sessio n was 
signed St the rapids o f the Maumee, called then 
“Miami o f the Lake.” 
The surreys o f the lands were made using the 
parallel o f the 41st degree o f latitude as the base 
line, which is also the so uthern bo undary o f the 
western reserve. 
The tract thus ceded included all 
territo ry no rth o f the o ld Greenville treaty line up 
to the lake, and west o f the reserve tract. 
The co unties thus made o n that February day back 
In 1820 were Allen, 
Crawfo rd, 
Hanco ck, Hardin, 
Henry, Mario n, Paulding, Putnam, Sandusky, Seneca. 
Williams, Wo o d and Van W ert. Other co unties were 
later fo rmed o ut o f these. 
That date was Linco ln’s 
birthday. He was then 11 years o W but the (act, o f

The Way It Works.

To those who, confused by so many rapid develop­ 
ments, are wondering bow it comes about that the 
President is being given the power to boss industry, 
Mr. Roosevelt's letter of last Saturday to Vice Presi­ 
dent Garner and Speaker Rainey offers an official 
explanation. 
In part, it says: 
“My administration for many weeks has been in 
conference with the governors of the oil producing 
states and with component parts of the industry, 
but it seems difficult, if not impossible to bring order 
out of chaos only by alate action.

“In fact, Gila la recognised by most of the gover­ 
nors concerned. 
There is a widespread demand for 
federal legislation.’’ 
Here, in a nutshell, is the whole industrial and 
agricultural situation. 
The states, once conceived 
by the originators of President Roosevelt’s nominal 
political philosophy as spearheads of governmental 
leadership, have found themselves unable to accept 
all 
the 
responsibility 
that 
goes 
with the times 
W hether it be a question of oil regulation in Oklaho­ 
ma or labor problems in Ohio's coal regions, the 
best promise of solution is to be found in Washing­ 
ton. 
Shifting the burden implies greater confidence in 
the federal government than people ever possessed 
before. 
If the responsibilities it is accepting so 
cheerfully are acquitted successfully, the final blow 
will have been given to the prestige of individual 
states—a prestige they have been losing consist­ 
ently for many years, but never so obviously as 
they have been losing it for the last two months. 


In the Social Field. 
Although the m atter has not come up for general 
discussion, there could be created with ease a strong 
opinion in favor of the United States sending unof­ 
ficial delegates to the annual conference of the In­ 
ternational 
Labor 
organization, 
which 
convenes 
June 8. 
Recent event# have made this country’s 
participation iii the conference more than ever de­ 
sirable. 
The International Labor organization is close to 
the League of Nations. 
For that reason the United 
States has not become a member, although an Ameri­ 
can secretary of labor was elected first president of 
the organisation in 1919, before the Treaty of Ver­ 
sailles officially went into effect. 
However, there is 
nothing in objections to the League of Nations 
which should prevent unofficial participation in the 
International Labor organization. 
By the terms of the pending national recovery bill, 
the United States will undertake a unified regim enta­ 
tion of industry and labor for the purpose of overcool 
ing economic adversity. 
Outside of war periods, 
this la the first time responsibility for labor cond! 
tions has been taken away from the states. 
While 
responsibility rested with the states, it naturally was 
difficult to be represented In the organization, even 
unofficially. 
The objectives of the forthcoming economic con­ 
ference, in which the United States will play the 
most conspicuous part, implies recognition of an 
international community of interest in labor’s prob­ 
lems. 
Irritation arising from conflicting viewpoints 
on labor—the high and low standard of living ques­ 
tion—is on* of the cause* of war. This nation, dedi­ 
cated officially and unofficially to promotion of 
peace, surely owes recognition to the one organisa­ 
tion in th# world whose purpose is to reconcile con­ 
flicting viewpoints of labor standards. 
It will be 
pleasing to many groups lf American delegates are 
present when the International Labor organization 
convenes for its annual exchange of social ideas.

The attempt to understand causes of conditions 
in Germany which have made Adolf Hitler's power 
possible is given valuable assistance by Hopwood 
Broun, columnist.

In all probability It will 
be passed, but strong opposition is assured. 
Still 
stronger opposition will be made against granting 
President Roosevelt authority for reducing tariffs 
in reciprocal agreem ents at the forthcoming econo­ 
mic conference. 
This easily may become the out­ 
standing issue of the special session. 
But important 
as it is in the President’s plans, its defeat would be 
unimportant in proportion to the success of the rest 
of the Roosevelt program.

Highlights of Ohio History 
COUNTY-M AKING DAY 
By J. H. Galbraith. 
Written For The Associated Press 
The biggest one-day’s work in county-making ever 
done by the Ohio legislature was accomplished Feb. 
12, 1820. 
Fourteen days later the legislature ad­ 
journed sine die. 
Their work was the disposition of 
a large tract that had been ceded three years be­ 
fore by its Indian claimants to the United States for 
government purposes. 
This treaty of session was 
signed at the rapids of the Maumee, called theu 
"Miami of the Lake.” 
The surveys of the lands were made using the 
parallel of the 41st degree of latitude as the base 
line, which is also the southern boundary of the 
western reserve. 
The tract thus ceded included all 
territory north of the old Greenville treaty line up 
to the lake, and west of the reserve tract. 
The counties thus made on that February day back 
in 1820 were Alien, 
Crawford, 
Hancock, Hardin, 
Henry, Marion, Paulding, Putnam, Sandusky, Seneca. 
Williams, Wood and Van W ert. Other counties were 
later formed out of these. 
That date was Lincoln's 
birthday. He was then l l years old but the fact, of 
course, had no significance to those legislators in 
1820.

ARM SUMMER days encour­ 
age hundreds of hibernating 
city dwellers to start on tbips 
to the shore and country.

to the more active summer sports 
demands adjustm ent.

ter most city dwellers consider a 
walk to the nearest street car, or 
a short stroll of some sort, to be the 
limit of their exercise.

ticipation in such sports as tennis, 
swimming, glof or long hikes, is 
really far too strenuous. Indulgence 
in these sports should be gradual. 
Otherwts4», after a week-end in the 
country, stiffened muscles and an 
exhausted, tired feeling make the 
week’s work laborious aud difficult. 
The health of the body and its 
ability to protect itself against in­ 
fection, depend upon the nourish­ 
ment of the body cells. The laws of 
good health require proper food, 
water and oxygen.

Men under twenty or over forty 
should not attem pt to enter e Mara­ 
thon race. Dangerous consequences 
usually follow oxerexertion. 
Long 
hikes, especially over rough coun­ 
try, or mountain climbing, should 


not be attem pted by those whose 
muscles have not been put in good 
condition by previous training. 
Long distance swimming requires 
endurance and brings Into use many 
of the muscles not otherwise used 
The effect of swimming, however, 
is much less trying to the nerves 
than running. It la one of the most 
healthful of outdoor sports. 
The tem perature of the w ater is 
very im portant. 
The action of too 
cold water is depressing and It is 
harmful to spend long hours in th* 
water at one time. 
Exhaustion, 
chills, ear trouble, are some of the 
discomforts apt to result from over­ 
indulgence in swimming. 
Tennis is an exercise that requires 
both nerve and muscular control 
Preparatory training Is requisite if 
one is to acquire skill in this game 
and to avoid nervous and physical 
strain. 
No single exercise should be prac 
ticed to the point of fatigue. A cer 
tain amount of m uscular work 
excellent, but an excess forms what 
we know aa "fatigue products” in 
the muscle*. If the first symptoms 
of weariueaa following exercise are 
disregarded n condition known on 
the athletic field aa "staleness" de­ 
velops. 
By this is m eant that the patient 
lacks energy end ambition, he 
weary even 
after eight or nine 
hours of sleep, end frequently la 
drowsy daring the day. 
Even the 
slightest effort seems a burden and 
m ental dullness results. 
In severe 
cases the appearance shows a lack 
of physic^ health, the muscles are 
lax, the eyes sunken and the face

Olnhausen is said to have led a 
number of retainers to Jerusalem 
during the Crusades. 
The grand­ 
father of this later resident of East 
Liverpool, Count Frederick Olnhau­ 
sen had been the burgom aster of 
S tu ttg art Germany, during “the 
Peasants war.” He thereafter de­ 
cided to come to America and set­ 
tled in Pittsburgh. 
There he Is 
said to have dropped the "von” In 
his name. 
His son. 
Frederick Olnhausen 
was born In W urtenburg, Germany, 
on May 26, 1815, the year In which 
the B attle of W aterloo waa fought 
He came to Pittsburgh, with his 
parents. 
There he remained until 
1865 when he decided to farm. He 
had four children. Of these George 
Olnhausen was the oldest 
This eldest son, when but 14 
years of age, wanted to enlist in 
the Union army during the Civil 
war. 
Finally he developed a wish 
to visit in Boston. 
This he waa 
perm itted to do. There he enlisted 
as a bugler in Company A of the 
Second 
M assachusetts 
regimenL 
He served under General Sheridan. 
Although he had several horses 
shot under him In the fighting that 
he encountered he returned un­ 
scathed.

The amend­ 
ment. it was said. will apply not 
only to beer but to all non-lntoxl- 
catlng beverages. 
Three new classes 
of permits. 
Class “E" costing $25. for railroad 
companies; "F" at $5 for organisa­ 
tions wishing to sell brew on spec­ 
ial occasions tor a period not to 
exceed five days. Charitable organ! 
rations would be exempt. “0" per 
mits would 
be for 
vending ma 
chines. Companies installing ma­ 
chines would be requlr d to pay 
$1,000 for the first 500 machines 
with an additional $5 fee as a li­ 
cense for each machine. Railroads 
would be required to obtain one 
permit for each car in which beer 
is sold. 
Provision is also made, In the 
amendments approved, for appeal 
from the orders of the liquor con­ 
trol commission direct to the com­ 
mon pleas court.
